It was not until he was forty that Mark 
Twain wrote “Tom Sawyer,” intending 
it as he said, "mainly for the entertain- 
ment of boys and girls . . . and to remind 
adults of what they once were them- 
selves, and of how they felt and thought 
and talked, and what queer enterprises 
they sometimes engaged in.” 

Mark Twain, like Tom Sawyer, spent 
his early childhood along the Mississippi. 
His pen name came from the Mississippi 
pilots’ call, "Mark Twain” which they 
used when taking soundings along the 
tricky river. His real name was Samuel 
Langhome Clemens. 

He worked for a while as a river pilot 
before heading West. There, he became 
a reporter on the Virginia City “Enter- 
prise.” With the publication of his short 
story, “The Celebrated Jumping Frog of 
Calaveras County,” he was famous over- 
night. 

Huck Finn was drawn from a real 
childhood friend of Mark Twain’s, Tom 
Sawyer was a combination of charac- 
teristics of three boys he knew and it 
resulted in the universal American boy!
